British Submarine Lost 


With All on Board 
While Off Land's End

LYONDON, Jan. 22—The Brit- 


ish submarine K-3, Commander 
John A Gaines, was lost with all 
hands, Thusrday at the approaches 
to the English Channel, the ad- 
miralty announced this afternoon. 


The complement of the lost sub- 


marine was not given, but vessels 
of this class carry approximately 
six officers and fifty men. 


The disaster occurred 100 miles 


off Land's End. A full

The K class of subma- 


rines is the latest type of British 
submersibles the

338 feet in length with a surface 
speed of 24 knots and speed sub- 
merged of nine knots.

Available naval manuals do not 


reveal the tonnage or dimensions 
of the "K" class of submarines, 
which were vessels of war con- 
struction.

WASHINGTON, Jan. Cl.—Stag- 


gering burdens of taxation result- 
ng for the world war have caused 
he peoples of all nations to favor 
a world agreement on disarmament 
Henry White, former ambassador 
to France, and a member of the 
American peace commission to Par- 
is, declared today before the house 
naval committee 
is 
conducting 


hearings on this subject. 


"I think the world is crying for 


some agreement," said Mr. White, 
"but I do not favor the 
United 


States being the only nation to dis- 
arm." 


The United States, he 
added, 


should tsks the Initiative in the 
disarmament movement 
and the 


conference should be held in this 
country. Any gathering looking to 
general disarmament should in- 
clude France and Italy as well as 
the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan, the former ambassador 
said, but discussions looking to a 
reduction of naval building only 
at least, to Great 
Britain, Japan 


should be limited, for tha present 
and the United States. 


"I think it would result in chaos 


If all nations of the world wera to 
be represented at the proposed con- 
ference," said Mr. White. 


Mr. White said it would not be 


advisable to issue the call for the 
proposed conference 
unti 1 after 


March 4, because a call by Presi- 
dent Wilson "might not be treated 
seriously as he is a retiring presi- 
dent. 


"The general impression I got 


abroad was that all nations desire 
to reduce their military establish- 
ments," Mr. White continued, add- 
ing that he saw no objections to a 
"naval holiday" while disarmament 
was being discussed. 


General Pershing's views on dis- 


armament will be sought by the' 
committee next Tuesday. .
